Here  comes  the  man  whose 
pleasure  lies  in  his  yacht  by  day,  and 
the  right  sort  of  a  hostelry  by  night. 
Here  are  the  buiies  with  bewildering 
toilets  and  t}ie  latest  crochet  pattern, 
and  the  girl  iu  the  ffauuel  suit  and 
“  Tam-O-Shanter.” 

All  these  and  more  too  are  to  be 
found  at  the  Avon  Bench  Hotel 
Bath,  only  thirty  minutes  from  New 
York  ami  Brooklyn,  a  place  which 
must  have  been  selected  hyjtlie  gods 
for  rest  ami  enjoymeut.  The  business 
man  who  must  be  at  liis  office  certain 
hours  of  each  day  eau  go  and  come 
on  a  well-appointed  road,  and  without 
fatigue  or  loss  of  time.  In  short  he 
can  make  the  trip-  from  tophet 
paradise  m  half  an  hour.  There  are 
fifty  traius  a  day,  making  Bath  Beach 
easily  accessible  to  people  visiting 
New  York,  who  wish  to  escape  the 
heat  of  the  city. 

The  Avon  Beach  hotel  faces  the 
ocean.

M<*t  of 
th*-*e  manufacturer*  «lao  claim  that  their 
articles  are  pure  and  wholesome,  while  some 
go  still  further  and  proclaim  boldly  tlTut 
tln-y  are  cream  of  tartar  k<k*K  or  even  the 
genuine  Koval  llakiug  Powder  itself.  N< 
consumer  will  buy  alnrn  baking  jxiwders 
knowingly,  for  it  ir  well  understood  that 
they  are  detrimental  to  health.  The  sale  of 
lime  and  alum  talking  powders  as  pure  and 
wholesome  articles  is,  therefore,  criminal, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  several 
persons  engaged  in  such  sole  have  already 
been  brought  to  justice  iu  the  courts. 

I  The  official  analysts  have  recently  been 
active  iu  the  pursuit  of  these  dishonest  art 
cles.  The  baking  powders  of  several  States 
have  been  carefully  and  critically  exnnriucd. 
The  officials  are  surprised  at  the  large 
amount  of  lime  and  alum  goods  found.  It 
is  a  suggestive  fact  that  no  baking  powder 
except  the  Itoyiil  has  l>eeu  found  without 
either  lime  or  alum,  and  many  contain  both. 
L>r.  Price's  baking  powder  has  h«-*-u  found 
to  contain  nearly  1'2  per  cent,  of  lime; 
Cleveland's  11  p*-r  cent,  of  impurities;  the 
phosphate  powders  over-1'2  per  ceut.  of  lime. 

The  chief  service  of  lime  is  to  add  weight. 
It  Ls  true  that  lime,  when  subjected  <to  heat, 
gives  off  a  eel tm u  amount  of  carbonic  acid 
gas,  but  a  quicklime  is  left  a  caustic  of 
im*»t  powerful  nature.  A  small  quantity  of 
dry  liuie  UfMiu  the  tongue,  or  iu  the  eye, 
produces  painful  effects;  how  much  more 
serious  must  these  effects  be  on  the  delicate 
membranes  of  tip;  stomach,  intestines  and 
knlueys,  more  particularly  of  infants  nud 
children,  and  especially  when  the  lune  is 
taken  into  the  ^system  day  after  day,  and 
almost  with  every  meal.  This  is  said  by 
physicians  to  l»e  one  of^the  causes  of  indiges¬ 
tion,  dyspepsia,  aud  those  paiuful  diseases 
of  the  kidneys  now  so  prevalent;. 

Adulteration  with  lime  is  quite  as  much 
to  Ik*  dreaded  as  with  alum,  wllich  Inis  here¬ 
tofore  receive  1  the  most  emphatic  condem¬ 
nation  from  food  analysts,  physicians  iiud 
chemists,  for  the  reason  that  while  alum  may 
be  partially  dissolved  by  ihe  heat  of  baking 
it  is  impossible  to  destroy  or  change  the 
uature  of  th*-  lime  so  that  the  entire  amount 
in  t'ue  baking  powder  passes,  with  all  its  lu¬ 
xurious  properties,  into  the  stomach.  ___ 

The  large  profits  from  the  manufacture  of 
liuie  aud  alum  baking  powders  has  placed 
many  of  them  in  the  market.  They  are  to 
he  found  iu  the  stock  of  almost  every  retail 
dealer,  ami  are  urged  upon  customers  culling 
for  baking  powders  upon  all  occasions.  Be¬ 
cause  of  their  well-kuowu  detrimental 
character  it  is  desirable  that  prompt  rneaus 
be  takeu  to  suppress  their  manufacture. 

Pure  baking  jiowilers  are  one  of  the  chief 
aitfs  to  the  cook  lri  preparing  |>er reel  amt 
wholesome  food.  While  those  ore  to  be 
obtaiued  of  well-established  reputation,  like 
the  ltoval,  of  whose  purity  there  has  never 
beeu  a  question,  it  is  proper  to  avoid  all 
others.  .  }

Sbphcnioii'*  Idem  of  Rapid  Transit. 

When  Stephenson,  the  inventor  of  tlx 
locomotive  engine,  started  out,  he 
thought  that  an  engine  could  not  be  run 
except  by  an  expert  machinist,  one  who 
understood  the  machine  scientifically, 
and.  at  the  same  time,  was  a  practical 
engineer,  and  could,  if  necessary,  make 
littfe  repairs  on  the  road.  He  took  his 
men  from  the  machine  shops.  They 
worked  all  right,  but  were  terribly  aris¬ 
tocratic;  worked  with  bid  gloves  on,  and 
would  not  associate  with  common  work¬ 
men.  They  could  not  be  induced  to 
wipe  an  engine  or  do  any  work  but  just 
the  running  of  it.  Pretty  soon  it  seemed 
as  if  they  owned  the  road. 

Then  Stephenson  called  his  hoard  of 
directors  and  said  this  would  not  do. 
He  said:  **Let  us  train  our  own  men. 
After  a  fireman  had  serve*  1  for  a  few 
years  he  knows  how  to  handle  an  engine. 
Let  us  put  them  on  as  engineers,  and 
after  they  know  that  trade  they  will  be 
useless  for  anything  else;  they  cannot 
make  their  living  any  other  way."  And 
it  is  a  fact.  Outside  of  his  engine  this 
kind  of  practical  engineer  is  the  most 
helpless  creature  on  earth.  Stephenson’s 
Idea  was  carried  out.  But  the  legislature 
got  weary.  Parliament  thought  that  it 
not  safe  to  intrust  that  class  of  men 
with  the  running  of  engines  and  with  the 
lives  of  their  |>assengers.  A  committee 
was  appointed  and  an  investigation  or¬ 
dered.  Stephenson,  of  course,  was  one 
of  the  witnesses  liefore  the  con  *uittee.' 
In  his* testimony  lie  6aid:  “Gentlemen,. 

mutter  is  aimnly  thi*-  Tho  pnhiu*  Ho¬ 
man*  Is  rapid  transit.  If  I  put  a  man  on 
an  engine  who  knows  all  its  workings  lie 
will  refuse  to  work  it  hard  enough  to 
make  the  necessary  time.  He  will  not 
run  the  risks.  We  have  to  put  on  men 
who  do  not  know  the  engine  as  thor¬ 
oughly.  They  do  not  know  the  risks 
they  riuyan*!  they  will  make  the  time 
required.” — Chicago  Times. 

Method*  of  “Jereeil**  Playing. 

Sides  are  chosen  by  the  leaders  and 
lines  marked  out  nU>ut  a  spear’s  throw 
apart.  This  distance  varies  with  the 
size  and  strength  of  the  players,  thirty 
yards  being  a  fair  average.  Each  player 
has  a  blunt  wooden  spear  about  the  shape 
of  a  billiard  cue,  only  not  so  small  in 
proportion  at  the  smaller  »*iid.  It  is 
shaped  in  such  a  way  that  when  balanced 
on  the  finger  and  then  grasjied  it  will  not 
U*  held  at  the  middle,  hut  at  a  point  a 
little  nearer  the  larger  end.  A  jereed 
slayer  must  possess  skill  in  two  wavs — 
iie  must  he  able  to  hurl  thissjiear  far  and 
true,  and  also  to  catch  a  sjiear,  when 
thrown  at  him.  as  it  goes  by. 

This  sounds  more  difficult  than  it 
really  is.  The  player  do* Iges  as  tin*  sjH*ar 
approaches,  so  that  it  will  shoot  past  his 
side— the  right  ride,  if  possible— and 
then,  as  it  {Misses  him,  he  Hwee|*n  it  in 
with  his  hand  and  brings  it  down  to  the 
side.  Reversing  it  so  as  to  throw  it  hack 
again,  all  in  a  moment.  The  obj«*ct  of 
the  game  is  for  one  side  to  drive  the 
other  iide,back  and  occupy  its  line.  But 
it  is  not  so  rough  a  game  as  this  pur|K>s*> 
would: seem  to  imply.  Not  half  s*>  many 
accidents  occur  as  in  baseimll,  and  it  is 
not  nearly  so  rough  as  footliall.  since  the 
object  of  the  game  can  lie  attained  very 
easily  ami  quickly  by  throwing  the  spear 
over  the  head  of  your  opponent;  for  then- 
he  has  to  run  hack  and  pick  up  his  spear, 
and  that  not  only  weakens  the  enemies' 
line,  but  gives  them,  for  the  time,  one 
less  spear  thrower.— St.  Nicholas.
